Place the wireless rear amplifier at the rear of the listening position. If the wireless rear 
amplifier is too close to the main unit, some sound interruption may be heard due to 
interference. 

If you use a device such as a microwave oven, wireless LAN Card, Bluetooth equipment, 
or any other device that uses the same frequency (2.4GHz) near the system, some sound 
interruption may be heard due to interference. 

The transmission distance of radio wave is about 33 feet, but may vary depending on your 
operating environment. If a steel-concrete wall or metallic wall is between the main unit 
and the wireless rear amplifier, the system may not operate at all because the radio wave 
cannot penetrate metal. 



Resetting Wireless Communication 

Reset the system if a communication failure occurs, or if the synchronizing signal indicator does not light 
up and the "REAR CHK" message blinks on the main unit's display. 

Reset the system while the main unit and the wireless rear amplifier (SWA-1000) are in Power Standby 
mode. 



With the main unit turned off, press and 
hold the remote control's REMAIN button 
for 4 seconds.
